Bushakra, Mary Winifred. I married an 
Arab. Day, $3. February 23. 


The Bushakras dreamed of a seaside home in 
the tropics, but they settled for a mountain 
top in Lebanon where Fouad, the husband, 
had been born. The American wife expected 
that Arabian ways would be foreign to her 
experience; even so, she was not prepared for 
the childlike curiosity of the women, or such 
customs as a welcoming reception that went 
on for weeks, with more than a thousand 
callers. She never had time for loneliness or 
homesickness on her mountain top, for there 
were several dozen relatives whose customs 
and religious taboos had to be carefully 
learned, an incessant stream of visitors who 
made themselves thoroughly at home, servant 
problems, primitive housekeeping conditions, 
and Fouad’s granddaughter Leilah to. rear. 
Leilah’s battle for the right to choose her own 
husband climaxes this revealing account of 
Arab life today.

More experiences of the author of Knee pants 
(Booklist 46:193, F 15 50), this time covering 
his days as a writer of lurid features for a 
well-known Sunday supplement. His pedes- 
trian style and obvious propriety will disap- 
point those expecting the usual journalistic 
idiom; his activities as non-cooking editor of 
a recipe page, so-called food expert in war- 
swollen Washington, caretaker of a blonde 
gold digger who was the subject of a feature 
scoop, camper on Paricutin, and an unin- 
spired courtship of a young actress provide 
an account of newspaper life which contra- 
dicts the usual conception. 


FICTION 


Brooke, Jocelyn. The image of a drawn 
sword. Knopf, $2.75. February 5. 


A strange tale which commands attention 
through effective writing, but leaves the read- 
er as confused as its principal character—a 
British bank clerk struggling with dissatis- 
faction, futility and an intermittent sense of 
Impending dissolution. Reynard becomes in- 


volved in military activities, which are sur- 
rounded by an air of mystery because neither 
he nor the reader can distinguish between the 
real and the unreal. He goes for a walk one 
evening, and blunders, with devastating re- 
sults, into an army encampment which exists 
at least ten years into the future. Style and 
mood are all important here so that it makes 
little difference whether this is read as fan- 
tasy, symbolism, or the story of a deranged 
mind. 


Ward, Mary Jane. A little night music. 
Random, $3. February 16. 


Reviewing her life as she approaches forty, 
contrasting the mild insanity of her father’s 
family with the relative stability of her 
mother’s and goaded a little by her mother, 
Elizabeth Chapin gradually sees the pattern 
of her father’s egotistic domination which 
forced her into spinsterhood, interfered with 
her musical career and even after his death 
inhibited her one illicit romance and re- 
strained her thoughts and actions. Her moth- 
er’s impending marriage to a psychiatrist and 
her own appointment as director of a music 
conservatory serve to break the final link of 
the chain. A flighty, woman’s novel set in a 
tightly knit, socially immobile midwest com- 
munity, this gets off to a confusing start but 
develops into a fairly satisfactory story. 


Wilkins, William Vaughan. The city of 
frozen fire. Macmillan, $3. February 13. 


An adventure story in the Treasure Island 
tradition, told by fifteen-year-old Christopher 
Standish. In 1826, a stranger appeared in 
search of Christopher’s father, a famous 
Welsh linguist; the stranger spoke only Latin 
and an ancient form cf Welsh, and told of a 
hidden country beyond the sea where the 
pecple, descended from Welsh settlers, waited 
to be delivered from intruders seeking gold 
and rubies—frozen fire. The Standishes, in- 
cluding Aunt Tuppenny and her suitor, has- 
tened to the rescue in a new fangled paddle- 
wheel steamship, carrying a cargo of rockets 
and smoke-bombs. Their mission accom- 
plished, the rescuers faced new danger from 
pirates, but Christopher’s ingenious use of 
the smoke-bombs took care of that. Plenty 
of violence and bloodshed, but it is obviously 
not supposed to be taken seriously.

The illustrative photo- 
graphs are grouped together, but like those 
in the book below on Sequoia National Park 
are concisely annotated. Half of the photo- 
graphs are the work of Ansel Adams. This 
is not quite so simplified as the book below 
and arrangement is different, but it also will 
be helpful to those with only slight knowledge 
of geology.
